ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTEND- 
ENT OF  SCHOOLS. 

February  1,  1923. 
To  the  School)  Board  and  Citizens  of  Danville: 

The  following-  is  my  third  annual  report  and  is  for  the 
year  beginnng  July  1,  1921  and  ending  June  30,  1922. 

Pkequent  Changes  in  Teachers. 

The  progress  in  the  schools  has  been  retarded  by  the  fre- 
quent changes  in  teachers.  During  the  last  three  and  one- 
half  years  there  have  been  six  teachers  in  the  Grammar 
School,  five  in  the  Primary  School,  and  four  in  the  North 
Danville  School.  I  hope  that  the  period  of  frequent  changes 
in  teachers  is  over,  and  that  efficient  teachers  may  be  re- 
tained for  longer  periods. 

Electric  Lights  in  the  Eaton  Building. 

The  electric  lights  which  are  soon  to  be  jDut  into  the  Eaton 
building  will  be  a  valuable  addition  to  the  school  equip- 
ment. They  can  be  used  dark  afternoons  to  lighten  the 
rooms,  they  will  enable  the  teachers  to  work  in  the  school 
room  after  dark  when  they  wish,  and  in  particular  they 
will  permit  more  evening  programs  which  vdll  put  the  par- 
ents and  citizens  into  closer  touch  with  (the  work  of  the 
schools. 

Playground   Supervision  Now  Effective. 

For  the  past  three  years  the  school  playground  activities 
have  not  been  very  satisfactory.  But  with  the  present  year 
we  are  entering  a  period  in  which  it  is  highly  satisfactory. 
The  present  teachers  have  done  Avonders  in  interesting  the 
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girls  in  wholesome,  healthful  athletic  play  and  in  eliminat- 
ing rough  talk  on  the  playground  among  the  boys.  These 
teachers  super^^Lse  the  playground,  not  from  the  schoolroom 
altogether,  but  by  actually  participating  in  the  games  with 
the  pupils. 

Health  Supervision. 

To  me  it  seems  as  though  the  professional  health  supervi- 
sion by  the  appointed  doctors  in  the  Danville  schools  for 
the  last  four  years  has  not  been  as  effective  as  in  the  sur- 
rounding towns.  I  think  this  is  due  to  these  two  causes : 
(1)  A  lack  of  confidence  on  the  part  of  the  parents  in  the 
value  of  health  supervision;  (2)  as  it  has  been  necessary  to 
have  a  change  in  doctors  each  year,  each  one  seemed  not 
to  feel  an  especial  interest  in  the  Danville  schools.  Work  of 
this  sort  requires  and  depends  upon  the  cooperation  of  all 
parties  concerned.  I  urge  the  parents  to  consider  more 
seriously  the  cards  received  reporting  the  results  of  the 
physical  examinations  and  to  cooperate  in  removing  the  de- 
fects listed  on  them.  Without  cooperation  and  interest 
this  work  becomes  a  formal  examination  and  dry  statistical 
report;  with  interest  and  cooperation  it  greatly  increases 
the  health,  happiness  and  future  efficiency  of  our  bo3^s  and 
girls. 

Better  Grade  of  School  Work. 

During  last  winter  the  schools  were  re-graded  with  the 
result  that  the  work  of  each  grade  is  much  more  nearly  equal' 
to  that  of  the  same  grades  in  the  other  towns  of  the  state. 
The  many  changes  of  teachers  in  the  last  three  and  one-half 
years  was  the  chief  element  to  make  that  necessary.  Some 
fine  work  is  being  done  in  the  schools  this  present  year; 
two  weak  points  which  now  need  great  emphasis  are  English 
and  arithmetic  reasoning.'  The  pupils  need  to  be  given  an 
ability  to  express  themselves  correctly  and  effectively  and  to 
solve    arithmetic   problems   requiring   reasoning.

While  there  have  been  some  disquieting  events  during  the 
year,  as  a  whole,  we  feel  very  satisfactory  results  in  discipline 
and  scholarship  were  secured. 

The  Board  goes  on  record  fas  heartily  in  favor  of  the 
present  plan  of  supervision  and  is  greatly  indebted  to  Super- 
intendent Pitkin  for  his  efficient  helpfulness  throughout  the 
year. 

All  buildings  are  in  very  good  condition  and  the  grounds 
have  been  kept  clean  and  sanitary. 

For  the  present  school  year,  with  Miss  Grace  Crosby  in 
charge  of  the  G-rammar  School,  Miss  Glenna  Craine  and 
Miss  Freda  Hawkins  as  teachers  of  the  Primary  and  North 
Danville  schools,  general  conditions  are  excellent.
